OLD DUKE MAKES SINCERE STATEMENTS. 


Late Commander of the British Army De- 
—~ nies He Is Opposed to Reforma. 
London, Sept. 26.—The Duke of Cambridge, 

whose retirement as Comman“er-in-Chief 

of the Forces was recently announced, and 
who was succeeded by Lord Wolseley, made 

a long speech ata luncheon given in his 

honor today in Edinburg. 

He began his remarks by referring to the 
charge that he had opposed all changes 
that had been suggested in connection with 
the army. This charge he defied, main- 
taining that, on the contrary, he had always 
led in making changes that tendéd to add to 
the efficiency of the British troops. He said 
he regretted to have seen latterly that a 
strong notion existed that a member of the 
royal family was not suited to the chief com- 
mend of the army. 

He held that a royal person could be placed, 
without necessarily considering his high de- 
gree, in any position for which he might be 
found to be fitted. He would not say that 
he was particularly fitted for the command- 
ing office he had filled for thirty-nine years. 
He had filled it ay best he could and had re- 
ceived more than his share of the criticism 
that always fell to great public officials. 

When a member of the royal family was 
found fit for his position, he continued, the 

public ought to be delighted to see him so 
tenon | If he had gone about for thirty-nine 

years twirling his fingers and smoking 8 

gars in the streets of London the people 

would not have thought much of him = 
could have gone on much longer working at 
his post, but it had been thought advisable: 
that others should follow him. 

He only hoped that his successors would 
end their careers feeling as much sentiment 
toward their office as he experienced at that 
moment. He had been consoled by the 
hnowledge that he had done his duty in such 
a way that the army and the whole country 
bad been satisfied. A feature of the mon- 
archical principle was that those in the 
highest positions, besides doing their duty 
to the State, were bound to be useful mem- 
bers of society. In accordance with this 
rule he had never neglected the civil duties 
falling to a person in his position. 

The Duke was frequently interrupted by 
cheers durin ae delivery of his speech, 
which has created a sensation as an unex~ 
pected and outspoken valedictory.

Paralysis Temporarily Checks the Aged 
Statesman’s Persistent Activity. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 30.—Ex-United 
States.Senator Mahone was stricken with 
paralysis today at Chamberlain’s Hotel, where 
be has been iiving for some time past. Ashe 
igs now advanced in years the attack is re- 
garded as very serious, though he has rallied 
somewhat since stricken. 

The relatives of the ex-Senator have been 
summoned by telegraph. The entire right 
side of the sufferer is paralyzed, including 
the right arm and leg.

The exact time Gen; Mahone was stricken 
in in doubt. He retired at 12 o’clock last 
night and up to that time was in excellent 
health and spirits and had given no intima- 
tion of feeling unwell. No sound was heard 
from his room after he retired. At 100’clock 
this morning Mr.Long went to the General’s 
room to call him. He found he had been 
vomiting and was unable to speak. This 
last feature wa@ attributed to exhaustion 
incident to the vomiting and for a time no 
significance was attached to the General’s 
failure to talk. 

In the meantime it became evident the 
General's illness was serious and Dr. Baker 
was called.

The scenery was tasteful and in some 
cases beautiful, the music was appropriate 
and agreeable, the actors the best obtain- 
able; but the result confirmed the general 
belief that fairyland ought not to be materi- 
alized.

Boston, Mass., Sept. 30.—[Special.]—Hen- 
ry Irving, Ellen Terry, and the London Ly- 
ceum company opened a two weeks’ engage- 
ment in this city tonight, presenting ““Nance 
Oldfield,” by Charles Reade.

RUSSIAN DESIGNS UPON CHINA. 

The future relations of China to Russia 
ere already beginning to excite world-wide 
discussion and general national interest. 
For some mysterious reason Russia has 
been acting as indorser for China in obtain- 
ing loans for her in the European markets, 
chiefly in Paris, with which to pay off her 
indemnity to Japan. One loan has already 
been guaranteed and next nionth a second 
loan will be made to China by French bank- 
crs under Russian guarantees of payment. 
In addition to this Russian financiers are 
on the way to Pekin to open a Chinese bank 
there. Further than this Russia is actively 
moving to oust the English financial agent 
from the management of the Chinese cus- 
tum house revenues and assume it herself 
before long. 

The meaning of all this is not far to seek. 
Russia is simply exacting remuneration for 
her important services to China in rescuing 
her from one of the hardest provisions of 
the recent peace treaty with Japan. She 
has compelled Japan to give up the posses- 
sion of the great naval arsena! called Port 
Arthur and the command of the Gulf of 
Pee-Chee-Lee and the land position between 
Vekin and Mukden, the old capital prov- 
ince of Manchuria. Backed by France, Rus- 
sia has made Japan relinquish these provi- 
sionsofthetreaty and let go her grip on Port 
Arthur and the whole Liao-Tung peninsula. 
By this action the big white bear has made a 
great impression upon China from the stand. 
point of physical power. By her indorse- 
ments.she has a financial clutch upon 
China and she has also struck a blow at En- 
. gland’s financial supremacy, since she will 
manage Chinese finances to recoup herself. 

Looking at the situation from a compre- 
‘hensive point of view it all comes to this: . 
Russia is probably determined to get Port 
Arthur as a seaport and as a terminus for 
her great trans-Siberian railroad system in- 
stead of Viadivostok, which is much farther 
north and frozen up a large part of the year. 
At Port Arthur she would have a harbor 
open ull winter and sheltered from the north

along as well as possible until the cause of 
offense had been forgotten.

scientist, died Saturday evening at his 
home near Paris, aged nearly seventy-three 
years, Literally he fell a martyr to the 
cause in which he labored so successfully, 
the paralytic stroke which preceded his 
death being caused by excessive use of the 
microscope in studying the silk worm and 
the diseases that affect it. As the son ofa 
humble tanner there was not much promise 
in his childhood, but his father early was 
ambitious that Louis should be a professor 
in the college at Arbois, ind the boy soon 
justified the ambition. At thevage of 
twenty-two he was appointed dean of the 
newly-created faculty of sciences at Lille, 
Three years later he had attained dis- 
tinction by his researches relative to the 
polarization of light, and became scientific 
director of the Ecole Normale at Paris. 
At the age of thirty-six he was awarded a 
prize of 10,000 florins by the Agricultural 
Minister of Austria for the discovery of the 
best means of contending with the silk 
worm disease, and two years later a: decree 
was signed by Louis Napoleon making him 
Senator, but the promulgation of the decree 
was prevented by the outbreak of the war 
between France and Germany. Soon after 
the restoration of peace he received a pen- 
sion from the French Government “ in con- 
sideration of his services to science and in- 
dustry.” He subsequently was awarded 
other prizes, and honors were showered 
upon him at home and abroad, among the 
latter being the Copley medal of the British 
Royal Society. 

Pasteur’s discovery of inoculation as a 
eure for rabies is the one by which he is 
best known to the public, yet it was oniy 
an incident of his great career. Without 
that overshadowing cause of renown he 
would have been famous as a great com- 
mercial discoverer, his principal field of la- 
bor being chemistry, and it is related of him 
that he was makiug a study of some crys- 
tals when he noticed that they were being 
eaten away by a little animal which proved 
to be the original microbe of modern bac- 
teriology. This led up to.a study of the 
way in which these minute organisms are 
reproduced, and the part which they take 
in the causing of chemical changes and in 
the origination and spread of disease. He 
held and endeavored to prove that fermen- 
tation cannot occur if the access of germs 
to a fermentable substance is prevented. 
Hie also showed that the fungi find all the 
material needed for their growth in water 
containing an ammonia salt and certain 
mineral constituents, without any nitrog- 
enous organic matter. 

In the twelve years following 1853 the 
production of silk-worm cocoons in France 
decreased nearly 85 per cent, the loss for 
one twelve months being estimated at 20 
million dollars. Pasteur showed that the 
epidemic among the worms was caused by 
a parasitic organism, and then hopy to stop 
the ravages of the destroyers. As pro- 
fessor in the University of Lille, which is 
in the center of a great wine-growing dis- 
trict, he studied the processes of fermenta- 
tion and disintegration in wine, beer, and 
vinegar, and found them. to be the resulu 
of certain animal or vegetable life. This 
line of study he extended to embrace the 
agency of micrescopic organisms in origin- 
ating and spreading various infectious dis- 
eases among humaai beings. His unpar- 
ented processes for the preservation of 
wines and beer, and for curing them of 
their “maladies,” 
great and valuable addition to that knowl- 
edge of the practical sort which means 
money when rightly applied. But he did 
not stop there. He taught his fellow-men 
how to cure ch-lera in poultry and the in- 
fectious diseases of cattle and sheep, and 
how to avoid the gangrene and traumatic 
erysipelas the germs of which formerly 
had followed the use of the surgeon’s knife. 
It was by establishing the autiseptic prin- 
ciple that Pasteur finally wrought out the 
discovery which gave him his greatest repu- 
| tation, the cure of hydrophobia; and even if 
his rabies theory should in the future be 
found open to all the objections that have 
been urged against it he still has done 
enough for humanity to render his name im- 
mortal. 


DID HARRISON WABN M’KINLEY?

early in 1890 President Harrison sent for 
Messrs. McKinley and Reed. He advised 
the former that the existing tariff sched- 
ules be not much increased, but that a 
moderate course be pursued, for if the peo- 
ple thought the rates were raised too mugh 
they would express their opinion at the 
ballot-box in ne uncertain manner. 

And further, according to this story, the 
President warned Speaker Reed against 
big appropriations by Congress, telling him 
it might cost the party dear if his advice 
was not taken. 

If he gave such advice it was not fol- 
lowed. Congress did make enormous ap- 
propriations, and gained the opprobrium of 
being the billionaire Congress, and Chair- 
man McKinley got up a tariff. biil 
which excessively, increased duties 
that were already high enough. This 
ultra tariff bill Mr. Blaine tried to mod- 
ify, and then to make more palatable 
by his reciprocity clauses, The bill passed 


f and was signed by President Harrison. Its 


effect was to inflict on the Republican party 
two frightful, smashing defeats, including 
the knocking out of Harrison himself, as 
punishment for signing the ill-considered, 
greedy bill. |

OUR GOLD BASIS IN 1861. 

If any of the 16 to 1 silverites were actu- 
ated by a desire to arrive at the truth in 
regard to the conditions which prevailed 
previous to what they are pleased to call 
“the crime of 1873 ”"—which means that 
this country was not allowed to resume in 
1878 in 92 per cent silver dollars to grad- 
ually decline to 50 cents they would 
find good and interesting reading in 
the annual report of Mr. James Pollock, 
Director of the Mint, to Secretary Chase in 
1861, being twelve years before “ the crime 
of 1873.” The salient portions of the re-" 
port are published by the New York Journil 
of Commerce. Director Pollock stated the 
facts in regard to silver and gold as they 
existed at that time, before either of those 
metals had been displaced by government, 
issues of papercurrency. He alludes to the 
gold dollar as “the standard of value for 
all foreign coins used or employed in com- 
mercial or governmental! transactions with 
other nations,” and describes it as “ con- 
forming in standard value and decimal 
character to all the gold and silver coinage 
of the country except the silver dollar.” 

At the date of the report silver was so 
much undervalued in comparison with gold — 
by our coinage laws that the bullion in the 
silver dollar wes worth several cents more 
than the face of the coin. Hence the mint 
could not afford to deliver a silver dollar for 
a gold dollar or to purchase silver for mint- 
ing, while not only was there no induce- 
ment to citizens to wish to have silver 
coined for them into dollars, but it was far 
cheaper to put the silver dollars into the 
melting pot than to buy silver bullion for 
use in the arts. Therefore the country was 
actually on a gold basis, gold being the 
cheaper metal according tothe legal ratio, 
The following extracts from the report are 
worthy of a careful reading today: : 

The gold dollar of the United States, conforming 
in standard value and decimal character to all the, 
gold and silver coinage of the country, except the 
silver dollar, has been properly selected, and 


should be retained as the standard of value for all] 
foreign coins used or employed in commercial or 


‘governmental transactions with other nations. 


The silver dollar of the United States, differing as 
it does in commerciai and decimal value from the 
other silver coins of our country, cannot, without 
disturbing our decimal system and producing con- 
fusion in the relative value of our gold and silver 
coinage, be used as a standard. The legal weight 
of the silver dollar is 412.50 grains; of two half 
dollars, or other component fractions of the dollar, 
384 grains—a difference of 25.50 grains. 

The silver dollar, as it now is, has actually three 
values: 1. It is, by law, a dollar simply, or 100 
anits or cents. 2. By the mint price of silver it is 
108.98 cents, which is its true commercial value as 
compared with gold. 8. It has an interior or mint 
value, which is determined by its relations to the 
silver contained in the half dollar, which makes it 
107 27-64 cents; for which reason single pieces are 
paid out at the mint at the even price of 100 cents. 

As the dollar, which is the unit of our money, 
is represented in gold coin, it would seem desirable 
not to have another dollar in another metal; but if 
this is inadmissible, and the silver dollar should be 
retained, then it should be reduced to eight-tenths 
of an ounce to be in true relation to our other silver 
coins. 

Two reasons seem to have influenced Congress 
in retaining the silver dollar. at its present anom-~- 
alous terms: First, that it preserves the old dol- 
lar, known from the beginning of our coinage, and 
often exactly stipulated for in deeds of -rent 
charge, mortgages, and other moneyed securities. 
To this it may be successfully replied that such 
payments are now always made in gold, because 
it is the legal and usual tender for all sums ex- 
ceeding $5, and because silver dollars are no 
longer to be had, or are very rare. In the sec- 
ond place, it was supvosed to be needed for our 
China and Hast India trade; but our Consular ad- 
vices are to the effect that our silver dollars are 
very reluctantly taken at the ports and not at all 
in the interior of China.., They are believed by the 
Chinese to be of less ue than they really are. 
The reasons for its retention having ceased, either 
we should cease to coin the silver dollar or it 
should be made to conform in weight and value to 
our smaller silver coins. 

The reduction of the standard value of all 
American coins except the silver dollar was made 
to eheck the export of specie from the United 
States; but the commercial character of specie, 
and the facility with which the coins of one nation 
can be converted into the peculiar and distinctive 
denominations of another, have prevented the 
realization of that expectation. The relative and 
cummercial value of the peculiar coinage of any 
country must and will be determined by the 
standard of the nation to which it may. be sent, 
and the laws of trade aleo will control values 
despite all legislative enactments, 


IF THE REPORT I8 TRUE. 

If the report be true that marines from 
the Spanish cruiser Conde de Vanadito 
have been landed on the Florida Keys north 
of Key West, searching for arms, supplies, 
and filibusters, it is time for the administra- 
tion at Washington to wake up and shake 


the Spanish Don out of his boots, It was 


this same cruiser which not many months 
ago fired at an American merchant steamer, 
for which Spain had to make apologies. If 
the late reports are true she has now com- 
mitted a still more serious offense. The 
keys belong to Florida as a State and the 
United States asa nation. They are Ameri- 
can territory. Hven admitting that there 
are arms, ammunition, and filibusters there, 
Spain has no right to invade the islands to 
capture them. They are not on Cuban but 
on American soil, and if Spanish marines 
have landed upon these islands they have 
violated the rights of the State of Florida 
and insulted the Government of the United 
States. In that case the latter should 
promptly resent the insult in a way that 
Spain would not forget. It should not be 
sufficient merely todemand apologies. Spain 
should be taught a lesson in the national 
rights. It is an offense, if true, which would 
warrant an order to the navy to shell the 
nearest Spanish port and sink the offending 
cruiser wherever found, after chucking its 
officers and marines into a military prison. 
The outrage, if it has occurred, is one of 
unparalleled insolence, and reparation can 
only be made by exemplary ee 
ee — 
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the same n that the citizens of Dallas 
do the heavyweight prize fight, It will at- 
tract great crowds of men who will spend 
their cash freely in the hotels and stores, 
street railways and hacks, It is assume] 
that every dollar paid out to get the conven- 
tion will be more than repaid. Probably 
that is true. The attendance of politicians 
at a modern national convention is very 
large, and the disbursements of delegates, 
alternates, officeseekers, and visitors heavy, 
especially when there is a lively contest, 
and the sessions last for several days. 
The National committee should not be in- 
fluenced, however, by the interested lib- 
erality of any city: Disregarding such con- 
siderations, it should select that city where 
the convention can be reached most easily 
and be held with the greatest convenience 
to the greatest number. If it is governed 
by that sound, simple rule it will select Chi- 
cago by acclamation. 


It is reported from Washington that the 
Treasury officials are finding it harder to en- 
force a stringent policy~regarding valua- 
tions of imports than was anticipated at the 
outset. In some cases there is an almost 
complete lack of agreement among experts 
as to actual values and fears are expressed 
that the importers are standing together in 
favor of iow valuations: The result is to 
make general appraisers averse to placing 
their valuations higher than the penalty 
limit. But this was to be expected. The in- 
evitable tendency of ad valorem duties is to 
incite to fraud by understating the values of 
the goods on which duties are to be paid. It 
is true that protectionist tariffs have con- 
tained provisions for ad valorem duties, but 
in many cases these were combined with 
specific duties so as to protect the revenue. 
It was claimed that the Democratic tariff 
bill passed under the present administration 


would enable people to know exactly what 


duties they were paying, "but notoriously it 
was expected the result would be gross un- 
dervaluations, and some Democrats were 
candid enough to make admissions to that 
effect. The event proves they were not mis- 
taken.

Great Capitals of Europe. 


London, Sept. 28.—(Special Cable Dispatch 
to the New York Sun.]—The craze of specu- 
lation which has seized upon three of the 
greatest capitals of Kurope should receive 
the serious consideration of all countries and 
all classes. It is a spectacle unparalleled 
in this generation. It has developed into one 
of those great mental. epidemics ‘which, 
once in two or three decades, sweep over a 
nation or Christendom at large as.the plague 
spreads its infection. 

_A fortnight ago, Uescribing the last mad 
scramble for Barmato shares at four times 
the price of issue, I said there were signs 
that the climax had been reached.’ I was 
wrong. The fever has reached a still higher 
pitch and there is no indication of abatement. 
There will probably be none as long as the 


‘companies formed last spring continue to 


declare occasional dividends of 500 per cent, 
as has happened in two or three instances 
this week. Dividends of 30 or 40 to 100 per 
cent, which other South African and Wcst 
Australian mines are paying, are looked 
upon as quite modest. 

The dealings in mining shares On the Lon- 
don Stock Exchange now far exceed in 
amount all other transactions daily. Ten 
representative South African companics, 
with a nominal capital value of $25,000,000, 
have risen in market value during the last 
thirty days more than $50,000,000. The in- 
crease of the total South African shares in 
the market quotations during the same per- 
iod exceeds $250,000,000. Itis true that there 
has been a substantial advance in all classes 
of securities, but speculation is still con- 
ge to mines. Iteis impossible to keep track 

all the new ventures publicly and private- 
i put upon the market daily. The popular 
appetite for these things is simply insatia- 


ble. 
Public Pays the Bills. 

As a mater of fact the public gets little or 
none of the good things which are nominally 
offered to them. Take, forinstancs, a certain 
West Australian company which will be of- 
fered ostensibly for public subscription next 
week. The shares will be offered nominally 
at par, the capital being $2,000,000, but al- 
ready 312 per cent premium is bid on the 
stock exchange for options on these shares. 
In other words, the market value of this 
embryo company’s stock already amounts 
to more than $8,000,000 and not a share has 
yet been issued. Of course little or no stock 
will be allotted to public subscribers. All 
will be taken by the directors and other in- 
siders, who wil? sell to the public at still 
higher figures and pocket the premium. 

1 met yesterday the director of another 
West Australian company, who confided to 
me that he and his associates were seriously 
embarrassed by the fact that the company 
held in its treasury cash and the shares of 
subsidiary companies, accumulated within 
the last two months, amounting to a market 
value of fifteen times the total capital stock. 
They did not know what to do about it be- 
cause the payment of enormous dividends 
seems to disturb instead of strengthen pub- 
lic confidence in the company. 

There are dozens of cases where founders’ 
shares in companies formed six months ora 
year ago now command 200 times the cost 
price. The craze is not confined to any one 
‘class of operators.or speculators. There are 
some of the strongest financial concerns in 
the field. It is well known that the Paris 
Rothschilds are taking an active part in the 
deals.

It is by such operations as these that money 
is being made. The great boom will continue 
as long as the public is madly anxious to pay

ganizers.are usually only too glad to issue at 
par. Paris and Berlin are scarcely less eager 
to invest than London. The attempt of the 
Paris bourse to check the wild speculation 
in that city by refusing to list the new stocks 
until January is not likely to be effectual. 
The opposition is so strong in fact that the 
decision may be rescinded, as the chief ef- 
fect threatened is to transfer a large propor- 
tion of the business to the London Stock Ex-

Charles T. Lenahan, who will swear he

While Oppenheim declares 
Durrant entered the store and walked up to 
him at the counter, Lenahaniclaims Oppen- 
heim was at e door of hisistore when he 
accosted hin szenahan says he carried an 
umbrella tha®day, but did not take it into 
Oppenheim's store, but left it with his 
friend, Harry Mahoney, outside. Young 
Mahoney does not recollect whether Lena- 
han went into Oppenheim’s place or not. It 
is the purpose of the prosecution to attack 
Lenahan vigorously on the stand. * He has 
visited pawnshops quite frequently, and the 
records of the Police Department show he 
has not always been careful to pawn his 
own property. 

H. H,. Carter, one of the students at the 
Cooper Medical College, may be one of the 
strongest witnesses for the defense. He cor- 
roborates the story which Durrant tells of 
his movements between 1 and 2 o'clock. the 
afternoon of April 3.

F. 8S. WINSTON ON THE ENGLISH 


GOLD MINING CRAZE, 


Chicago Financier and Diplomatist Sur. 
veys the Financial Situation in Europe 
~The United States Never So Strong in 
the Estimation of the Old Worlde 
African Shares Have Set the British 
Crazy and the Continent Is Following 
Close Behind. 


New York, Sept. 30.—[Special.]—“ The 
confidence of European financiers and in- 
vestors in the United States has never been 
stronger if as strong as at present,”’ said F. §, 
Winston of Chicago to Tuz Trisune corre- 
spondent today, 

Mr. Winston has just returned from Eu- 
rope, having visited the principal cities of the 
continent. His trip, he says, was ‘to Caris- 
bad and for businwss,"’ and in both instances 
was successful, 

A keen observer of men and affairs, Mr, 
Winston has viewed the European financial 
situation through American eyes and the re- 
suit of hie observations is of more than pass- 
ing interest, 

“The South African gold mining specula- 
tion,”’ he said, ‘has passed beyond the stage 
of exciteinent. It has become a positive 
craze. An Englishman does not dose his head 
as readily as do the people of most other na- 
tions, but when he doea lose it he goes much 
farther, This fact is amply evidenced at pres. 
ent. The English eye is focused on Kaffir 
land, andfor the time being all eise is put 
aside. Mining companies of all degrees are 
constantly forming and the stock is swallowed 
up almost instantly in the vortex of specula- 
tion. 

*"No adequate idea of the existing state of 
affairs can possibly be «gained except by a 
European visit. Stock of a new company is 
floated one week at par, a fortnight hence the 
stock has doubied in value, and so it goes. I 
doubt if the history of the European nations, 
with the possible exception of the Panama 
Canal fiasco, presents a parallel instance to 
the nresent situation. 

“ This feverish speculation in South African 
mining stock is by no imeavs confined to En- 
gand. It 1s just as great in Paris, where 
French investors buy as freely as possible. 
Berlin has been ‘bitten’ just as badly. Ins 
Austria I found feeling running quite as high. 


From India and Turkey. 


“In London financiers informed me that 
many orders for South African stocks were 
being received from India and Constantino- 
ple. So you can.see that the craze has pene- 
_— almost to the uttermost parts of the 
earth, 

‘In my opinion all this can have but one 
result—a great financial crash. This is the 
inevitable climax of sucn speculation as that 
which is now fairly shaking Europe. To what 
extent this country wou.d be unfavorably af.- 
fected by such munetary disaster it is im pos- 
sible to say, but ldo not think we need to 
fear. 

‘How long this speculation will run no one 
knows. One thing is certaisa—the South .Af.- 
rican mining stocks seem to be absorbing the 
lion’s share of the noney Europeans have to 
in vest. 

“Ido not wish to be understood that this 
speculation is ona wholly illegitimate basis. 
There is much gold | in South Africa beyond 
question. This year’s output uf ihe mines is 
estimated at 2, ,000 ounces—a fair esti- 
mate, I think, for la-t year’s output was over 
2,000,000 ounces and the gold fields are be- 
ing worked more extensive: y now, 

“The way the new'‘ciaims’ are investi- 
gated is rather unusual. Mr. O'Hagan, who 
will be remembered in Chicagoas having had 
much to do with the acquirement by English 
investors of the brewing and. packing inter- 
eats, is actively promoting the organization of 
South-African gold mining companies and 
the investigation of untried fields. 

“For instauce, he will form a company on 
a certain capitalized basis of a certain num- 
ber of shares. The members of the com- 
pany will advance, say, half a crown—62 
cents a share. The vendors or owners of the 
supposed goid fields to be investigated ap- 
praise their land at a certsin valuation, Gre 
ing to take pay for the same in stock 
company. They alse agree, if the land 
proves to be non-gold bearmg, to forfeit 
any claim they may have against 
the company. In other words, if the 
land proves to be useless, so far 
as. producing gold is concerned, it reverts 
back to them without expense to the vom- 
pany. This may look like a one-sided ar- 
rangement, but it isn’t so much so when you 
consider it. In case of failure. the company 
loses the inoney raised for in veatigation ; the 
vendors lose the opportunity for selling their 


land. 
No American Money. 


** Unquestionably the gold fields of South 
Africa are valuable. Still, no such valuation 
can honestly be placed upon them as to war- 
rant the wild speculation with which ail 
Europe is aow convulsed. But nota cent of 
American meney is guoinginto these South 
African mining operations. 

‘English investors in American brewing 
properties realize now they paid ton great a 
price. You see, when the syndicates took 
huld of the breweries beer was seiling for a 
much greater price than at present. Neces- 
sarily, brewing stocks have decreased in 
value at the samé ratio. The English in- 
vestors have lost money and they know the 
reason why. ‘To say that they are up ia arms 
against the United States in conseyuence is 
untrue. They place the blame where it 
belongs. 

“Of course some of the minor brewing 
properties purchased by English investors 
were toisted upon them in a manner that was 
nothing less than a swindle—a rank ewindle. 


But to say this of the majority of instances 


would be as unjust as it would be untrue, 

** English investors regard the United States, 
from a financial standpoint, with aosolute 
confidence. They regard us asasolid and 
substantial nation. Ido not think much En- 
glish money will be put in what are known as 
American industrial stocks for a long time to 
come. This ia notdueto any lack of confi- 
dence, however, but simply because the 
money is going in other directions. 

‘The silver question and its result in the 
the United States Europeans do not think of 
serious import, so far as we are concerned, 
They consider it purely of an ephemeral na- 
ture. They think usa people of too good 
sense to be overconie by anything of that sort. 

**No, ldo not believe there will be any in- 
ternational bimetaliie conference. ._European 
sentiment is against it. Europe is for the 
single standard first, last, and all the time. 
The recent utterance of Mr. Balfour regard- 
ing bimetaliism exactly presents the majority 
of English view. 

“Did I see many Chicagoans in Europe? 
I should think so, They were every where, I 
was reminded of the New York man’s re- 
mark, who said he suw thore New-Yorkers in 
Pats than he did in New York. The exodus 
of ‘Americans to Europe this season was 
— one-third greater than 1 ever knew it 

to 

Mr. Winston will remain in New York for 
several days, but will probably leave for Chi- 
cago the latter part of the week.

STREET STANDS TO GO TODAY. 
Merchants No Longer to Be Allowed to | 
Store Goods on Sidewalks. 

New York Sept. 30.—"*The ordinances 
which prohibit the keeping of standa on the 
streets excepting those used for the sale of 
newspapers, periodicals, fruit, and soda water 
will be strictly enforced on and aiter Oct. 1,” 
says Acting Chief Conlin, ‘I have given 
several weeks’ notice that I intended to en- 
force the stand ordinance, and the police have 
received their instructions as to what to do, 
No stands of any description except those al- 
lowed by law wiil be permitted on the streets. 
Whether inside or outside the stoop line 
makes no difference, The law-only author- 
izes the granting of permits for newspaper. 
periodical, soda water, and fruit stands. 
All othera must go. Excepting in a few 
isolated cases, the sidewalke will be 
cleared tomorrow of all the stands that 
have incumbered the streets. In a few in- 
stances some bootbiacks who have stands 
have called on me and begged me to give 
them a few days’ extra time to enable them 
to rent a suitable piace to carry on their bus- 
iness. I don’t wish to be harsh with these 
people, as they all have families dependent 
upon them, so I extended the time for a few 
days. Ishall look to the Bureau of Incum- 
brances to assist me in enforcing the ordi- 
nances, 

‘** Another violation that the police will put 
a stop to is the b:ocking up of the streeta by 
merchants and business houses who use the 
sidewalks for storage purposes. I gare notice 
that this will have to be stopped. Goods in 
transit across the sidewalk will not be 
touched, but they must not be left standing 
in the street. Pedestrians must have a clear 
way. Shopkeepers can exhibit their goods 
outside, but they must keep within three feet 
of the house line. All these ordinances will 
be rigidly enforced on and after tomorrow.

GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK, 


Currency Transfers, Mostiy for New 
Orleans, Aggregate $613,000. 

New York, Sept. 30.—Treasury officials re- 
gard applications at the Subtreasury for 
small bills and silver dollars in exchange for 
large bills as a sure sign of business activity. 
Today $613,000 was taken in currency trans- 
fers, mostly for New Orleans. This is the 
largest day’s demand thus far this season 
aud seems to indicate that the crog move- 
ment, while late, will be fully up to the aver- 
age. Canada took $50,000 in gold, but with 
exchange on Europe very easy, there is no 
further talk of gold shipments.
